The addition 
of 10 per cent of raw oi! gives the 90 per cent of naturally white distillates a darker 
color not belonging to refined oil. 

This makes the deception of such a nature as to carry the almost completely 
refined oil through the custom houses through the aid of willing inspectors. This, 
of course, is to the benefit of the shippers. 

In Cuba there are two alleged refineries belong to the Standard Oil. One is 
located at Baracoa, at the extreme eastern extremity of the island. The second is 
at Charena, a suburb of Havana. It is situated on the coast. The refineries were 
owned by a local company, but were absorbed by the Standard Oil—as everything 
else in sight has been absorbed. Oil is shipped to Havana and transported in 
lighters to the “refinery.” 

The farce of sending distillates mixed with a small quantity of raw oil has 
not been so generally followed. Refined oil, entire, has gone in bodily at raw oil 
rates. There has really been little or no work done at the refinery since it came 
under Standard Oil control. 

The same may be said of the Baracoa refinery. These facts as regards the 
fraudulent importation are well known to business mien in Cuba. »

NEW AND TERRIBLE MINE 
BEING MADE AT NEWPORT. 


NEWPORT, R. 1., March 19.—Great activ- 
ity is displayed at the torpedo station here, 
due to an order from the Navy Department 
to get in readiness for shipment shells for 
the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, and to fill 
at once the warheads of all torpedoes on 
the island. 


In addition to the torpedo outfits the men 
at the torpedo station are working on a 
death-dealing engine in the shape of a 
buoyant mine, whoge discharge is equal to 
four service torpedoes, of sufficient power 
7 now out of the water the largest bat- 
tieship.

WASHINGTON, March 19.—With unabated preparation for possible war go- 
ing on on every side, with gun and ammunition factories running night and day, 
and Sundays, for the first time in 385 years—with the report of the Naval Court of 
Inquiry, which may Jead to war with Spain, coming in a few days—possibly a few 
hours—there is one citizen of the whole country who in this supreme crisis-is going 
slow. This citizen is William McKinley, President of the United States, who is 

' spending, solely on his own judgment and responsibility, the $50,000,000 which Con- 
‘gress voted to him to prepare for the war which some of the ablest leaders in Con- 
gress still believe is inevitable. 

What is President McKinley's own opinion? He told within 48 hours one of his 
most intimate personal and political friends that he had twice changed his opinion 
within a week.’ Last Monday he was convinced that the’ Prime Minister of Spain 
was anxious for peace. President McKinley was hopeful that Congress might ad- 
journ by the middle of April, that this would relieve the public tension, that any 
demand which it was necessary for him to make upon Spain might be made 
through regular diplomatic channels and settled°after due negotiation. War would 
thus be averted. The Cuban question could be taken up later. This meant a pos- 
sible postponement until fall of this great issue. 

But the President has since changed his mind. Every influence of wealth, of 
corporative power, of conservatism has been exerted to induce him to put off the 
¢risis—to do everything in his power to avoid war. 

But the President, who so well knows the power of public sentiment, has within 
two days become convinced that delay much ionger is impossible, and that when 
the crisis comes the real obstacle to peace may be, not the Spanish Ministry, but 
the Spanish people behind the Ministry, who will prevent any, yielding to the United 
States. The President has also been advised by some of his best friends that the 

American people will not permit the settlement of the whole Cuban question to be 
long delayed. 

‘Hence the change of opinion by the President, who now wishes Congress to be

Missouri Experts Tell How to Scotch 
the Fringed Wing Apple Bud Moth. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., March 19.—For the past 
two years the Missourt Agricultural and 
Experiment Station has been conducting 
new ofr- 
chard pest Known as the “fringed wing 
apple bu@ moth.” The entire results were 
Eevee out by the station to-day and brief- 
y summarized are as follows: 

i. The fringed wingapple bud moth is a 
new and heretofore undescribed species ef 
insect belonging to the group timeina of 
the small moths known as micro lepidop- 
tera. It is an extremely destructive in- 
sect, infesting apple. trees, d- is now 
doing great dagnage to the badly infested 
orchards. 

2. The moth is increasing rapidly and in- 
fecting new areas, but thus far it has been 
found in the western part of the State 
only, although it will, no doubt, soon be- 
come general throughout “Missouri: and 
Eastern Kansas. 

8. It accomplishes its injury tn the spring 
by the larvae eating into both the leaf 
and flower buds while they are unfolding,

Dan McHugh Fatally Wound- 
_éed By Frank Genero. 


SHOT AT ELEVENTH AND PINE. 


TWO ROUGHS THOUGHT IT FUN 
TO ABUSE A NIGHT 
LUNCHMAN. : 


THEY THREW BONES AT HIM. 


Followed Them Dp With a Bowl of 
Pigs’ Feet and the Assailed Man 
Drew His Revolver 
and Fired. 


Frank Genero, keeper of an all-night 
lunch stand at the northeast corner of 
Eleventh and Pine streets, shot and fatally 
wounded Dan McHugh shortly after 8 
o’clock last evening, As near as can be 
learned the shooting was justifiable. 

McHugh ran from the lunch stand after 
being shet and fell in the doorway of the 
American Eagle saloon, across the street. 
He lay as a dead man until an ambulance 
from fhe City Dispensary, a block away, 


arrived. It was thought by the great crowd 
which gathered that the man was dced 


when he was placed in the ambulance, hut 
at the Dispensary it was found that life 
had not altogether gone, 

He was sent from the Dispensary to the 
City Hospital, where the doctors said he 
could not live more than three or four 


hours. 

Genero calmly waited behind the counter 
of his little box-like stand until Policemen 
Connelly, Degnan and Platzer, who _h 
heard the pistol report, came up and_ar- 
rested him. He was taken to the Four 
Courts holdover. 

The corners of Eleventh and Pine streets 
are always animated after nightfall and a 
number of persons saw the shooting, but 
only five besides the man shot were in hear- 
ing distance of the lunch stand rings the 
difficulty preceding the shooting. hese 
persons are Jefferson Downing of 1016 Pine 
street, Florence Miller ef 1019 Pine street, 
Ruth Belcher of 1123 Pine street, and James 
Cunningham, and one whose name could 
not be learned, who were friends of Mc- 
Hugh. The last named of the witnesses 
escaped in the confusion following the 
shooting, but Cunningham was arrested. 

Genero’s lunch booth stands on the side- 
walk against the wall of James Caffer- 
ata’s saloon. Genero was attending to 
business in person when McHugh, Cunning- 
ham and the stranger approached the 
counter and ordered sandwiches, a 
for what they received, and then Mc ugh 
and Cunningham each picked up a pig’s 
foot from a bow! on the counter. 

“They eat the meat,” said Genero, who 
was seen by a reporter in the holdover, 
“and then they threw the bones in my 
face. They laughed at me and called me 
names when I resented the insult. They 
said I didn’t dare do anything, and when 
I said I would defend myself they picked 
up the bow] of. pigsfeet and .threw its con- 
tents in my face. It was three against one, 
and not caring to take chances with the 
tough looking customers they seemed, I 
fired at the man who caused most of the 
trouble. 

“I did not know elther of the men, and 
I cannot remember having ever seen them 
before. I keep a pistol under my counter to 
defend myself and never had cause to use 
|it before. I fired because I thought I was 
in danger, and I still think I was.’’ 

Jefferson Downing corroborates in effect 
Genero’s version of the affair, He says he 
eaw Cunningham and McHugh hit Genero 
three times in tha face with bones, and 
then throw the bowl of pigs’ feet at him. 
He also heard them swear at the restau- 
rant man and call him vile names, 

Downing is an elderly man, who lives 
with his family just around the corner from 
the lunchstand. He says he and Genero aré 
not intimate friends and that his testi- 
mony is favorable to Genero only because 
he speaks the truth. 

On the CONSTR, Ruth Belcher and Fior- 
ence Miller say that Genero quarreled with 
his customers over the price of a sand- 
wich and threw a stew-pan at McHugh. The 
women were standing across the street, 
however, while Downing says he was not 
more than 30 feet away from the men. 

Cunningham, the pal of the man who was 
shot, looks, talks and acts like the char- 
acter known in police circles as a “dead 
tough guy.” He is short, stockily bullt, and 
muscular, He refused to discuss the cir-

When 
searched at the Sergeant’s desk at Central 
Station a number of skeleton keys and a 
knife were found in his pockets. hese ar- 
ticles are always suspicious in the eyes of 
the police, and they say Cunningham's rec- 
icecse is the outcome of a desire to pro- 
tect himself. 

The prisoner said he had no home and no 
occupation, and could give no ee 
of the “burglar’s’’ tools found in his pock- 
ets. He was questioned closely, and re- 
luctantly admitted that McHugh some- 
times went by the name of Henry Wat- 
son, and that his home was in Bosten. 
McHugh, he said, formerly lived in St. 
Louis, where he worked as a waiter in a 
cheap restaturant. The men met yester-. 
day in DeSoto, Mo., and came to St. Louis 
together, arriving in the city only a few 
hours before the shooting. Nothing could 
induce Cunningham to speak of the third 
man, who had escaped. 

Genero lives at 817% Morgan street. He 
bears a good reputation, and he says he was 
never under arrest but once before in his 
life. That was when he drank too much 
observing Thanksgiving Day last year. He 
is an undersized Italian with a frank coun- 
tenance, about 37 years old, and the charge 
of killing a man seems to weigh but lightly 
upon his shoulders. 

McHugh was shot in the right breast, the 
bullet ey downward through the 
stomach to the left ribs. He bled but little 
externally, and really left no trail as he 
stagger across the street to where he 
dropped. He was unconscious by the time 
he was conveyed to the dispensary, but at 
the hospital he rallied sufficiently.to say his 
name was McHu and not Watson as he 
had at first given\ it. Then

Mrs. “Jack’’ Astor has a large collection 
of valuable corsage pins, many of which 
were given hef at her marriage.. There is 
a star of diamonds worth $10,000, a heart 
of opals and diamonds worth $5000, a dia- 
mond crescent also worth $6000 and a mag- 
nificent bowknot pin of rubies, emeralds 
and diaenonds valued at $10,000. 

Young Mrs. Astor’s jewels are estimated 
to be worth not less than $135,000. This 
young woman could send nearly two regi- 
ments to fight for this country.

The Famous Authoress Filed 
Her Biil in Washington. 


IT IS NOT A SURPRISE. 


SHE HAS BEEN LIVING APART, 


FROM HER HUSBAND 
SOME YIARS., 


HER WORK AS A_ WRITER. 


She Began Very Young and Has Been 
Most Successful, Especial- 
hs ly Financially. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Mrs. Frances 
Hodgson Burnett, the novelist and play- 
wright, to-day filed a suit for divorce from 
her husband, Dr. Swan M. Burnett of this 
city. Wiliiam H. Dennis appeared as at- 
torney for Mrs. Burnett. He immediateiy 
procured an order from the court instruct- 
ing the clerk to file the petition in a steel 
Bafe, thereby withholding the statements 
and allegations contained in the bill of 
complain: from publication. 

If the usual course has been followed, 
embracing the reference of the case to an 
examiner for the taking of testimony, it 
Will be several months at least, and perhaps 
@ year or more, before final action by the 
court. 

The personal friends of Dr. and Mrs. Bur- 
nett express no surprise at the application 
for divorce. It has for several] years been 
pomsrally understood that the domestic re- 

tions of the couple were not pleasant, 

No woman writer of Amer'ca, with the 
single exception of Harriet Beecher Stowe, 
ever made so great a reputation out of a 
eingle book as Frances odgson Burnett. 
But for every dollar that Mrs. Stowe got 
out of “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” Mra. Burnett 
made a thousand from ‘“‘LitUle Lord Faunt- 
leroy.” Both books were dramatized. Both 
authoresses were charged with p.agiarism. 
But while the latter piay only had a one 
or at least two-season run, and while the 
bloodhounds will pursue Eliza for many & 
year to come, the creator of Fauntleroy, a 
woman of keen business instincts, won a 
fortune in royalties, while the older writer 
and see the man- 
agers rake all the profits from the child of 
her brain. 

Frances Hodgson ts an English woman 
by birth. She was born in Manchester, and 
there picked the dialect of Lancashire 
which ghe he w'th such success in her 
earlier novei, “That Lass O'Lowries.” She 
was @ natural linguist and a born story 
teller. The mining scenes, which she de- 
picted so graphically that people said she 
must havé been brought up in a mining 
d.strict, were the result of reading. She 
never was in a mine im her life. As for the 
dialect she used it 15 years after leaving 
England, and after she had heard that ac¢ 
cent used. Yet those who know say that it 
Was true to life, and it certainly made 
most delightful re fading. 

Her father died when she was only 5 years 
old. An uncie persuaded the widowed 
mother to bring her little brocd over to this 
country. But searcely had they reached 
America when business reverses left that 
uncle on whom they depended w thout a dol- 
lar, and Mrs. Hodgson found herself in a 
strange country, a jarge family on her 
hands. without means of support. They 
were living in Knoxville, Tenn., and it. was 
hard to AA body and scul_ together. 
Frances was 15. She could read at 3, and at 
6 she began to write stories cimp y Lecause 
she eou'd not help it. At 16 she wrote a 
story, ““Miss Carruthers’ rere a ” in 
order to amuse her mother and sister, whom 
poverty kept in seciusion, and who read her 
stories with delight. Her kindly critics 
gaid that it must be published. It was too 
good to keep She trembied, Wesitated, 
picked blackberries in order to raise the 
money that would pay the po ostage on the 

anuscript, and sent it to _Godey’s Lady's 
Book . The editor wrote back and asked her 
rf ~’ was original. Somehow it seemed to 

tm that he had read it before somewhere, 
but he iiked the story and the style. 

The young authoress was furious. She 
rushed upstairs, wrote: ‘“‘Lutie Ehrenberg’s 
Eyes,”’ and sent it to him. He bought both 
stories, paid her $35 for them—a fortune to 
the poverty-stricken family-—-and asked for 
more. From that time Mrs. Burnett's pen 
made a golden trail. From that day to this 
she has never taken a financial step back- 
ward, though or believe that in her re- 
cent novel, “A Lady of Quality,”’ she went 
very far below the standard which she had 
Grovipusty set as a writer of clean and 

holesome stories. 

For years Mrs. Burnett's married life was 
an ideal one. Her husband, Dr. 8. M. Bur- 
nett of Washington, an,eye specialist, wor- 
eh her. Once wher asked if she’ could 
do housework, he replied enthusiastically 
that she could do anything. But the clouds 
rose at last on their domestic horizon and 
blotted out the sunshine of their happiness. 

Nearly three years ago Mrs. urnett 

acked up her possessions and went to 

ndon to “study life and character.” Dr. 
Burnett moved out, The house in Washing- 
ton Was rented. Persistent rumors of a 
separation filled the air. Dr. Burnett de- 
nounced them as untruthful. There have 
been many denials since then, but husband 
and wife continue to remain apart. Their 
differences were said to be merely an in- 
compatibility of temperament. ut the 
gossips said many things. 

Now, comes the vindication of the ru- 
mors; Mrs. Burnett sues for divorce, and 
the sad story will all come out,

Tthis season diseases of the respira- 

A tory organs are more frequent than 

diseases of any other character. 

Chief among these, for the reason that 
they are the most common, may be men- 
tioned coryza (catarrhal] inflammation of 
the nasal mucous membrane) and bron- 
chitis. Both are dependent on climatic con- 
ditions. 

A humid, changeable climate, such as we 
now experience, with sudden and marked 
changes in temperature, favor them, whlie 
dryness, uniformity and warmth have the 
opposite effect. 

Cold.,and damp winds and excess of hu- 
midity are most potent factors in the caus- 
ation of bronchitis, the greater proportion 
of cases occurring in men, because of their 
being more exposed to the conditions favor- 
ing it. 

The greatest susceptibility is in the ex- 
tremes of life, infancy and old age, although 
no age is exempt. ; 

A lowered state of the vital forces, from 
any cause, renders the subject in this, as 
in any other disease, susceptible to an 
attack. All depressing hygienic influences, 
unsuitable clothing and exposure to damp, 
should be avoided, as should also the ex- 
posure of the body while warm and per- 
aspiring, to cold air. 

An attack of acute bronchitis generally 
runs a favorable course and terminates in 
complete recovery, but should not be neg~- 
lected. ‘ 

If at all severe, the patient should go to 
bed and procure medical] assistance, as neg~ 
lect may bring about a chronic bronchitis, 
broncho-pneumonia, or eatarrhal pneumo~ 
nia. In any event care should be taken that 
carelessness may not aggravate the exist- 
ing trouble.

Health, has not swallowed a bite 
of food for nearly eight years. He has 
no esophagus. 

In California is a woman, whose identity 
will not be revealed until the physician 
makes public his report, who can swallow 
well enough, but who has no stomach. 

Here is the very antithesis of conditions, 

If Col. Murphy had the woman’s esopha- 
gus he would be all right, If the woman had 
Col. Murphy's stomach she would have no 
cause to complain, Yet an exchange might 
mean the death of both. 

In 1890 Col. Murphy was serving his thir- 
teenth year as a member of the State Leg- 
islature of New York. He was in good 
health and weighed 225 pounds. 

One morning he found that he could not 
swallow his breakfast. He could not 
imagine what kind of a freak nature was

playing on him. He -was inclined to regard 
the matter as a joke at first, but by the 
next morning he was thoroughly alanmed. 

His affliction turned out to be a stricture 
of the esophagus. After the physicians 
had exhausted every other means of relief 
the operation of gastrotomy was decided 
upon. 

If successful, his life would be saved. 
If it should fail—well, it was all a matter of 
death, anyway. 

Col. Murphy had fallen away to 9% 
pounds, yet he withstood the shock of the 
operation, which was perforened by Dr. 
Weir and Dr. Elliott, Dec. 18, 1890. 

In order that he might eat, an opening 
was made in his stomach and a silver tube 
was inserted. The wound soon healed and 
the patient commenced to improve. 

Since that time he has not swallowed a 
bite of solid food. That tube takes the 
place of his throat. Into it are poured al] 


kinds of digestible and nourishing foods, 
but they all taste alike to Col. Munphy. 
He is fed by an attendant hired for that 
purpose, 

Col. Murphy has never regained his for- 
mer strength, but he is still comparatively 
healthy, and his mental apparatus is in 
just as good working order as ever. Al 
efforts to dilate the stricture of the esoph- 
agus have been unavailing. 

His appetite, he declares, {s always good. 
The process of feeding through the tube Is 
satisfying, as far as the wants of nature 
is concerned, but more than once he has 
yearned to set his teeth down upon a good 
mouthful of food as he used to do before 
his swallowing apparatus played him false. 

Frequentiy, he says, he has gone into 
restaurants with friends, to sit during a 
meal, and has been compelled to leave be- 
cause he became go hungry from seeing 
theen eat. 


TO AVOID AND CURE SPRING FEVER. 


By Dr. William Gilbert Moore. 
4 HE idea of spring medicine for 
Fr spring fever is a folly. This par- 
ticular type of ailment is attrib- 
uted (as many other depressions are) to 
billousness, but it is in reality a relax- 
ation of the nerves consequent upon 
the sudden rise in the temperature. 
After the crisp, frosty air of winter 
the warm weather pYrodduces_ relaxa- 
tion, but that there is a need of a reg- 
ular spring medicine is a theory not based 
on scientific fact. If we would go South in 
mid-winter we would suffer from fhis same

1897. 

Their bodies were recovered within a few 
hours of each other, only a few days ago, 
after having lain at the bottom of the Mis- 
sissipp!

Both men were cigarmakers. They were 
fast friends. Each was young and seemed 
to enjoy life. Last fall they started out on 
a friendly spree and centinued it for several 


days. Over-indulgence made them moody. 


They decided to end their lives together 


and chose drowning as the means. ; 

They proceeded to the bridge spanning 
the Mississippi. It was in the middle of 
the afternoon. Hundreds of people were 
passing. 

The two desperate men advanced te the 
highest epan of the bridge, and Amos, hast- 
ily doffing his’ coat, leaped inte space. Al- 
most before he had struck the water, 10 
feet below, he was followed by Bergen- 
krueger. 

The ecene was enacted so quickly that 
even passers-by had not time to interfere. 
Both bodies went to the bottom and did 
not rise. 

Search was made for them, but they could 
not be found. It is supposed that they 
became imbedded in the mud of the river 
bed, and that the action of the ice, which 
broke up a few days ago, released them 
and caused them to come to the surface. 

Both bodies were well preserved and were 
easily identified. That of Amos, who had 
been the first to Jump, was recovered first.

Transportation to the cemetery is to be 
furnished at the rate of 2% cents per fu- 
neral, and shrouds are to be supplied, in 
all sizes, at the uniform rate of a quarter 
of a doar each.

They have ieased five acres of ground south

The lot will be Inclosed by a wire fence 
five feet high. The ground is covered with 
blue grass and is an ideal spot for the 
purpose to which it will be dedicated. 

The lot will be populated by jack rabbits 
captured on Kansas prairies. They breed 
fast and Gibboney and De Long expect to 
have as many rabbits as they can dispose 
of in a short time, 

The ears are the most striking feature 
ebout a jack rabbit. In Texas the rangers 
use them for saddie skirts. They also 
make good laprobes. In several Western 
States they are skillfuliy wrought together 
and converted inte horse blankets or or- 
dinary bed covers, 


As for warmth a rabbit blanket is said 
to be equal to five heavy woolen biankets. 
Large quantities of them may be shipped 
for the use of Alaskan miners,

“To begin our les8on this evening,” ehe 
gays, “I will tell you what you must do 
to start your bread to nave the best re- 
sults. 

"There are five ingredients essential to 
making good bread, flour, yeast, milk, water 
and salt. 

“Prepare in a mixing bowl one cup of hot 
water and one cup of sweet milk. After the 
milk is thus heated let it cool upntil luke- 
Warm, or if you use a thermometer to 76 
degrees. Then add a one-half ounce yeast 
Cake dissolved in a tablespoonful of cold 
water. Add also a teaspoonful of salt. 

“With a wooden spoon stir in sifted flour 
until a dough is formed ¢tiff enough to be 
turned from the mixing bowl to the board 
in a mass, Knead this dough, adding flour 
@s needed, until it becomes smooth and 
élastic. Then put it in a well greased bowl, 
brush lightly with melted butter, cover with 
@ bread blanket and set to rise three hours 
or until light, at a temperature of 75 de- 
grees. When light form into loaves or 
rolls, without adding more fiour to the 
Doard. 

“Place in greased pans, brush with melted 
Dutter, cover and eet to rise for one hour 
or until light. Then bake. It should be 
mearly double the size and should be so 
light in the pan that the weight Is hardly 
felt. The oven should be hot enough to 
brown flour in two minutes. If the loaf 
weighs one pound it should be baked 45 
minutes. Take out, brush with milk and 
leave to cool uncovered. 

“If you want your bread to rise in one 
hour use three cakes of compressed yeast. 
This amount of yeast will not make the 
bread ead, as some housewives seem to 
think, but will only cause it to raise 
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desire to let it stand 12 hours, 


“This short process makes just as good 
bread, if not better than the old process, 
besides saving a great deal of valuable 
time. 

“Each way has its advantage. We can 
have good results with the short process 
because there is not so much strength 
taken from the flour ‘as in the longer 
process. «The short wastes about three 
pounds per barrel and the long wastes 16 
pounds per barrel. The long process has 
different results. The bread is dryer and 
keeps longer. The sponge uses less flour 
because the flour swells. It has room to 
expand. 

“The use of baking bread ts not only to 
cook the flour, but to kill the yeast plant 
and leaven and to heat the alcohol and 
drive it off from the bread.”’ 

Miss Glatfelter not only lectures but 
shows her auditors how to make bread as 
she proceeds with the lecture. First she 
puts cold milk into the bowl, then boiling 


to be turned out on the breadboard.” 

After the bread is mixed and kneaded 
she puts it In the bowl to raise. Another 
bowl of dough is ready to be made into 
loaves and rolls, 

This is done and after being allowed to 
raise a few minutes they are put in the 
oven to bake fifteen minutes. When done 
Miss Glatfelter passed them around.

“THE OPERATIC STAGE,” MME. JOHANNA GADSKI'S 


, 


ND so, my dear, you would be an 
opera singer. Many girls with total- 
ly untrained voices arrive at that 

Gecision and promptly expect an engage- 
ment. 

With you I know It le different. You have 
studied all your life, and your voice, which 
of necessity must be an exceptionally good 
one or you could not think of going on 
the operatic stage, is, in addition to its 
natural excellence, thoroughly well trained 
and completely under your control. You 
are now a singer and a good one, but, be- 
lieve me, still more is necessary in order to 
make a prima donna. 

You must have an artistic temperament 
if you wish to achieve any r@al success on 
the stage. You must not only be a dramatic 
singer, but you must have the ability to 
throw yourgelf into the character which 
you mean to represent. Yes; you must have 
the elements of an actress and a love for 
the art of acting in you if you expect to 
be a really great opera singer. 

Oh, I know! You can cite dozens of 
cases of popular prima donnas who possess 
beautiful voloes and almost no dramatio 
But, my child, these singers suc- 


‘DENT FORCE He Voice” 
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dition to these gifts, she also possesses 
pluck, perseverance and patience. 

I admit that it is seldom that all these 
qualities are found in one individual, When 
they are the world recognizes a star of the 
first magnitude. However, do not be dis- 
couraged if you think yourself lacking in 
some one of the essentials of a great singer. 
Time and experience may develop dormant 
faculties. Just as you have noticed that 
some singers succeed by means of their 
voice alone, so others with great dramatic 
power attain celebrity even with voices of 
moderate ability but perfect technique. If 
you have only a passably good yoloe, my 
child, and not much talent for acting, don't 
try to be an opera singer. There are other 
paths of music which you can follow to 
better advantage. True, you undoubtedly 
could obtain a position in an operatic ¢cho- 
rus, but with a few exceptions to prove the 
rule, the old saying holds good, ence a 
chorus girl, always @ charus girl. 

In regard to the chorus I must eay a 
word. It is important in any great work 
that all parts of its construction shall be 
equally perfect and well balanced. I am 
sorry that such is not always the case with 
our choruses. Theoretically, however, the 
chorus should be aa ideally perfect as the 
soloists and the orchestra. The better the 
voice and the musician the more satisfac- 
tory the chorus girl. However, this theory 
cannot be practically applied, because a 
girl with voice and method rightfully ap- 
plies for some better position than ts to be 
found in the chorus. Girls who have not 


tion often think that they can rise to foftier 
heights by beginning in the chorus. If they 
have naturally good voices, can sing in 
time and can read music with a certain de- 
gree of facility their chances are good for 
obtaining a position, providing—and this is 
an important qualification—they possess 
health and good looks. 

There are many professed chorus girls 
who have learned the tricks of their calling 
and are really valuable members of any 
opera company. They do not overrate their 
talents. They never expect to become great 
artists. Their profession ig shmply work to 
them at so much a week. = suai are the 
reliable “standbys” of the stagé manager. 
Occasionally some girl enters the chorus 
for the fun of the thing. It is no place for 
her. She soon finds that the gayety and 
glamor of the stage are found entirely on 
the other gide of the footlights. Behind 
the scenes everybody must work and work. 
This is no place for idlers. ‘Everybody is 
“intent upon his own business, and it Is as 


much as he:can do fo attend to it. Order! 


&nd methodical exactness in every detail 
are the characteristics which first strike 
the novice behind the scenes. The chorus 
girl must know her business and stick to it 
or she is not wanted. 

Oecasionally we do sometimes find in the 
chorus the poor girl who is trying in this 
way to get a musical] education. If she has 
ambition, courage and a capacity for hard 
work, she does not usually stay there long. 
So, my dear, with a cultivated voice and 
dramatic temperament, ther is no reason 
why you should limit your aspirations to 
the chorus. More yet is necessary, how- 
ever, before you can apply for a position 
in grand opera. 

Do you know the languages? Have you 
atudied in foreign countries? Ah! my dear, 
that is mecessary. I thoroughly believe in 
home training, under the best teachers at 
your command, until you have mastered 
not only the rudiments of your art, but 
have acquired all the vocal proficiency pos- 
sible to you here. Do not wait toe long, 
however. Just as soon as reliable opinions 
are given that you have attained control of 
your volce and technical knowledge of 
singing, try studying musical works in the 
countries where they were writt Seek 
the best instructors always. Identify your- 
eelf with the people. Learn the language, 
the habite and customs of the races. Think 
in the language you are studying. 

Hard work? Of courge it is. Was ever 
anything accomplished without hard work? 
I do not mean that everything is to be 
Jearned before you go on the stage. That 
is impossible, for a singer should always 
study and advance in her art. I do mean, 
however, that she should be a cultured, 
finished singer, with more than one lan- 
guage at her command, before she can ex- 
pect to obtain a desirable place in the 
operatic world. 

Don’t mistake me. If you have the op- 
portunity to appear in opera and can do so 
satisfactorily in the language in which the 
opera ig written, of course it would be in- 
ane to wait until] you had mastered some- 
thing else also. Geize every chance, but 
don’t be content with what you are doing. 
if you can ging satisfactorily in German 
opera, etudy eo that you may also appear 
in French and Italian. The better linguist 
you are the more avenues will open to 
you. Study the language in the country in 
which it is epoken, It is essential for per- 
fect impersonation that the singer should 
thoroughly understand every word that she 
sings. The time will undoubtedly come 
when opera will be sung and appreciated in 
English That it has not obtained to any 
large extent as yet is probably due in part 
to the fact that the repertoire of German, 
French and Italian opera is so mu 


always better giveh in its original lan- 
guage, as the melody, measure and rhythm 
all harmonize in the expression of sgentl- 
ment. 

Satisfactory translations are made, how- 
ever, interchangeably from the French, 
German and Italian. Why not the English 
also? The English language, it is true, is 
not so singable as the Italian, but I think it 
can compare favorably with the German 
and French, Of course, little one, long be- 
fore you decided upon an operatic career 
you carefully considered some _ essential 
qualities other than voice, temperament 
and will. The life of a public singer is not 
an easy one. Robust health is absolutely 
necessary for the successful following of 
this profession. As your aim is to personi- 
fy for the public some ideal creation, it 
stands to reason that a siftger or an ac- 
tress having a disagreeable personality will 
find her work much more difficult, as she 
will be objiged by the excellence of her art 
and the charm of her manner to overcome 
the first visual Impression, Hence good 
looks as well as good health are impor- 
tant possessions for an artist. 

By all means feel your parts. This is a 
much disputed theme among artists, I 
know, but the best results, I thoroughly be- 
lieve, are Obtained by a sincere conviction 
of semtiment. But let me earnestly em- 
phasize the importance of control in your 
work. Be the character you represent, but 
let your own self hold the reins of govern- 
ment. Repose and control are quite as im- 
portant in dramatic work as power. Be 
serene and calm and earnest. The repose 
of a great artist is convincing in itself. 
Be natural, unaffected and sincere in ac- 
tion. Feel your parts, yes; but feel them 
within the bounds circumscribed by dra- 
matic technicalities. | 

There is a certain mechanism about al] 
stage work which is necessary and to 
which you must give implicit obedience, 
Just as the composer has put the words 
and music in your brain, so he and the 
etage manager have arranged the manner 
of the action. For the harmony of the 
whole each minor detail must be prear- 
ranged, and it is by studious attention to 
these details in the beginning that you will 
be the better able to throw yourself into 
your part without fear of overstepping dra- 
matic restrictions, 

A brilliant conversationalist, my dear, 
has at some time in his life perhaps 
learned the rules of correct speech. He has 
so habituated himséif to it that he does 
not even consciously remember any law 
governing the manner of his speech. He 
speaks corrcetly, of course, but that. does 
not prevent him from becoming interested, 
enthusiastic and even impassioned in what 
he ts saying. That is control in action. 
That is what you should exercise In your 
dramatic work. Perfect training combines 
emotions and technique. 

Little one, you are about to launch out 
upon an operatic career. Don't bring the 
howls of the critics and the thunder of 
their disapprobation to your ears by under- 
taking too difficult a task. Be ambitious, 
but be humble as well. Select some simple 
opera that you feel well within your pow- 
ers rather than a heavy work, which per- 
haps you will grow to, but whioh is at 
present beyond you. Belleve me, you will 
reach your goal quicker by going slowly. 
The lighter French and Italian operas are 
better suited to you at present than any 
others. Do not undertake the heavier Ital- 
fan or the Wagnerian roles yet. They will 
come in due time, and you will sing them 
all the better for having waited. The first 
operas that I sang when I went upon the 
stege in Berlin were those of Weber and 
Mozart. Agathe in “Der Freischuts” was 


one of my favorite roles. One more poin | 
I wish to touch upon, 


When singing in opera with full orchestra 
do not consider it necessary at all times to 
outsing the orchestra. I will not say the 
accompaniaent, for in opera the Iinstru- 
mental music is not merely an accompani- 
ment for the voice, it is the combination 
of voice, orchestra and action that 
constitutes opera. In some passages your 
voice may be simply one note in the general 
harmony. The composer has not intended 
your tones at all times to dominate the 
score, 

Consider yourself one bit In the whole 


construction, Make your part, be it great 
or small, as perfect as it may be and in 
harmony with all the rest. Let your beauty 
of phrasing, purity of diction and intona- 
tion and your artistic feeling cause your 
part to stand out, even though you are re- 
serving your power. 

Remember in your various plans and 
hopes arid ambitions that all art is depend- 
ent upon mere humanity, and that your 
first care must be for your physical well- 
being. The machinery must be kept in 
order. A healthy body, mind and soul

ONLY FOUR YEARS OLD BUT | 
~A MARWELOUS PIANISTE. . 


OUR-YEAR-OLD Milada Czerny is a 
F strange child of fortune. Scarcely 
two years ago this infant prodigy 
sprang into publicity with her perfect in- 
terpretation on the piano of master com- 
positions. Without warning the precocious 
child—a real nine days’ wonder—was sud- 
denly struck with blindness and the short 


} tour planned for the larger Eastern cities 


never came to pass. The little musician 
disappeared from public view as meteor- 
like as shd had made her miniature bow 
and wondering critics soon forgot to discusg 
her seemingly superhuman powers. 


In the meantime Mother Nature, ever 
kind to the offspring of art, gently touched 
the sealed eyelids and sight was partially 
restored to the little one. Within the past 
fortnight this child wonder, whose coming 
career assumes a strikingly interesting as- 
pect, has been fully given her second sight. 

This young musical marvel, whose tiny 
legs dangle almost all day long from the 
piano stool, is a direct descendant of Czer- 
ny, the famoug composer. Her father is a 
struggling musician in the Bohemian quar> 
ter of Chicago. 

The child is extremely delicate and looks 
no older than $ years. She is seldom shown 
to visitors nowadays, the father wisely 
wishing to give the little Bohemian genius 
every chance to make a secure start ot 
the highway of success in the course of @ 
few years. 

The repertory of this tiny tot, whose 
baby fingers Gnd such eweet melody in 
ivory keys, includes 2% high-class composi- 
tions. When she gave two recitals for the 
best musical critics in Chicago before her 
misfortune the pieces played were ‘The 
Slumber Song,’ “Gipsy Rondo” and “Bo- 
hemian Air,” by Merz; “Tarantelle,’’ by 
Pitzowska; “Sonatina,” by Clementi; “Bo- 
hemian Dances,” by Ondricek; “Grand Fan- 
tasia,” by Wanaus and others of equa! pre- 
tensions. The critics marveled much at 
the extraordinary rendition and prophesied 
great things for the infant musician, Then 
came the sudden blindness and the future

And a charming sight she was—a fresh. 
healthy woman, with a fair face and spark- 
ling eyes. 

“I’ve seen that tale,” said the interview- 
er, “an absurd, fanciful story about a man 
who had to maké up for the part of a sour 
curmudgeon, and actually became one for 
a time,” 

“Nothing absurd about i!t,’”” Miss Robson 
retorted; “‘it is a psychological fact well 
known that we do actually ‘feel’ a part 
when we put on the make-up it calls for. 
Why, an actor’s success depends as much 
on his ability to get the right expression 
upon his face as upon his skill in elocution 
‘and all that. The make-up always comes 
first. How’d you like a play if you couldn’t 
see the actors’ faces? How would you be 
able to catch all the fine points of the play? 
A blind man might enjoy a concert, but at 
a theater he’d lose the best part of the 
show.”’ 

Miss Robson's face is fair to look upon, 
She is a beautiful woman, but she has 
never the slightest hesitation about “mak- 
ing up ugly.”” That is not the chief reason 
for her reputation, but it certainly is one 
reason. 

Most actresses’ idea of make-up to dab a 
little red high om each cheek bone and a 
good deal of it on the lips; to darken their 
lashes and try to look as lovely as houris. 
They don’t like ‘‘old woman” parts. There 
they show poor judgment. 


inherited from many generations to over- 
come their business judgment, 

Miss Robson is an exception. She is al- 
ways ready tq stick black court plaster on 
her pearly teeth or draw crow’s feet wrin- 
kles about her eyes, so that she looks ugly 
or quaint. 

And she is always ready to* wear the 
craziest kind of clothes.

You often hear 
young actresses complaining that they can’t

ness get such perfect make-up. By observ- 
ing; that’s how.” 

“Observation on the stage?’ 

“No; in the street, in street cars—every- 
where. The born actress is always seeing 
types. She stores them away in her mem- 
ory for future usé. 

“Why, an actor or actress who is worth 
salt is as constantly on the lookout for 
fresh character studies as a painter. Some 
are comic. The lines of the face Iirresist- 
ibly suggest laughter. Perhaps such peo- 
ple are more to be pitied than the others, 
whose faces tell a moving tale. of sorrow 
and of suffering. 

“But all are of use. They suggest make- 
up, expression, character. It’s the only 
way to be perfectly natural—to imitate na- 
ture and have a definite type in mind in 
outling every part.” 

“Didn't you want to look pretty on the 
stage when you began?’ ' 

“Of course. I was cast for the part of 
Lily in “The Hoop of Gold’ and I had an idea 
that I ought to have pretty dresses, red 
cheeks, fluffy hair and all that. .But com- 
mon sense came to my rescue and I saw 
I was on the point of making an artistic 
blunder—or, rather, an inartistic pone. I saw 
that Lily wasn’t a society girl, but a puny 
thing, with prominent cheek bones, rough 
hands and a gawky figure, and I made her 
60. : 

‘T’'ve played many a part since, but the 
firet in which I ever used a juvenile make 
up was Audrey’s in the recent performance 
given by the Twelfth Night Club. I made 
her uncouth, but not homely, with an 
awkward body and a nasal voice, 

‘“‘Now, here’s a glimpse at the technique 
of make-up. Perhaps it’ll interest you and 
your readers to understand the process; to 
know just how it was done. I use a blonde 
make-up—first a careful coating of cold 
cream, then flesh-colored grease paint, 
smoothed carefully for the buxom country 
girl’s beautiful complexion. I wag then 
ready for my No. 18 rouge, blended first 
with a rabbit’s-foot and then with my 
fingers. Then I covered my face with rice 
powder. I used blue shading over and uh-

“It is of rare occurrence,” says Mr. Gay, 
“that we are compelled to give public 
notice, but occasionally there is a lull in 
our success at home-finding, or else chil- 
dren of certain undesired ages accumulate. 
Just now our nursery at 3%16 Olive street 
ig overcrowded. 

“Babies under 6 months old are always 
hard to place. People who wish to adopt an 
infant are unwilling to take the responsi- 
bility and danger of caring for so young a 
child. Boys from four to seven are still 
harder t@ place, probably because they 
are too old to be treated as 
infants and too young to be of service. 


That is why we occasionally happen to 
pave more catiaren than we can conven-

To these ends a nursery or temporary 
home is maintained in St. uis, the head- 
quarters of the society, whence children are 
received and distributed.

16; adopted, #7; indentured, 15; children on 
hand at the close of the year, 29. The num- 
ber now largely exceeds that. 

The State is divided into five districts, 
each Having a superintendent. Inside the 
district every town of WO rer has 
a local advisory board. No family is al- 
lowed to procure one of the society’s chil- 
dren unless fully indorsed and approved as 
to character and standing by the local 
board. It is also the business of the local 
board to see that the child is properly pro- 
tected and cared for until it shall be of 
age, and that the terms of the contract ere 
fully met by the guardian. 

The conditions upon which families are 
placed are these: usband and wife, one 
or both, must, if not church members, be 
moral, Sabbath- observing and church-go- 
ing; children are placed on 90 days’ trial; 
at the end of § days the child must be 
adopted or indentured; persons taking a 
child are not allowed to dispose of it to 
any other person; all persons taking a child 
are required to treat it in all respects as 
though it were thefr own, 

The local advisory boarde report to head- 
quarters any homeiess child needing atten- 
tion, furnish information as to the worthi- 
ness of persons in their community apply- 
ing for a child, and of the neglect or abuse 
of any child placed by the society, or the 
removal of persons with whom a child me

The wheat market during the past week 
was unusually nervous and erratic, and the 


‘heavy break at the close yesterday was a fit- 
| ting finale for a week of sensational eur- 


prises and quick ‘turns. 

The feeling at all times wae one of great 
uncertainty, and traders were utiously 
sparring for an opening. Weather condi- 
tionf, which are usually the predominating 
influence at this season of the year, have 
been almost completely ignored and the 
maneuvers of the Chicago “bull clique’ 
have been the leading factor in the mar- 
ket. 

The prevailing opinion seeme to be de- 
cidedly in favon,of the short side and there 
is more disposition to sell than for some 


time past. Trading has been a little more 
active and while the bears were timid and 
easily run to cover they were ready to ven- 
ture out again at the first opportunity. 

Trading was confined almost entirely to 
the July option. There was an occasional 
trade in September wheat, but May was 
almost neglected. 

During the early part of the week there 
Was an attempt on the part of the Leiter 
brokers to quietly unload May wheat, but 
the effort caused such a heavy slump in 
prices that they were sompelne to buy a 
much Jarger amount thdn they had disposed 
of in order to check the decline. Weather 
conditions have been decidédly bearish and 
both the cash and the export demand have 
been unusually light. For weeks past cables 
and late mails have reported Russia, India, 
Argentine, Chili and even Australia, anxious 
sellers at much below the prices of Ameri- 
can wheat. 

St. Louis prices are considerably above 
those of the world’s markets, and Chicago 
prices are much above St. Louls. Esti- 
mates“all agree that consumption is stead- 
ily decreasing. The mills at Duluth and 
Superior-for the first time on record did not 
make a barrel of flour last week and some 
of the Minneapolis mills are preparing to 
close down in a few days. 
gradually decreasing and the mixing houses 
at Chicago are turning out contract wheat 
nearly as: fast as it is being shipped out 
of the elevators, while local stocks of 
wheat are steadily increasing, but the re- 

ort that vessel room for nearly three mil- 
ion bushels of grain had been engaged 
during the latter part of the week started 
a@rush of shorts to cover which carried 
both May and July wheat up to the high- 
est point of the week. Late on Saturday, 
however, there was another attempt on the 
part of some of the longs to unload May 
wheat. A heavy break was the result, 
and in the local pit May wheat, after sell- 
ing up to $1.01%, sold down to 99c and on 
the curb sold down to 98%c. The break in 
July wheat was not quite so heavy, but on 
the curb it sold down to %C. 

Aside from the manipulations of the Leit- 
er crowd at Chicago, which naturally af- 
fect our market, the predominating fea- 
tures are bearish, and while there are apt 
to be reactions after every break, the ten- 
dency of both May and July wheat is likely 
to be downward, and on saeret pee 
July wheat should be sold on l bulges, 
as there are very few reasons why present 
values should be maintained and many log- 
a arguments why lower prices should pre- 
vail.
